In his ** Inquiry into the Principles of the System,” the 
writer maintains the following positions: 


1. That real money is that valuable by reference to which the 
value of other articles is estimated, and by instrumentality of 
which they are circulated. It is a commodity, done up ina par- 
ticular ferm to serve a particular use, and does not differ essen- 
tially from other items of wealth. 

2. That silver, owing to its different physical properties, the 
universal and incessant demand for it, and the small proportion 
the annual supply bears to the stock on hand, is as good a 
practical standard of value as can reasonably be desired. It 
has no variations except such as necessarily arise from the na- 
ture of value. 

3. That real money diffuses itself through different coun- 
tries, and through diflerent parts ofa country, in proportion 
to the demands of commerce. No prohibitions ean prevent its 
departing from countries where wealth and trade are declin- | 
ing; and no obstacle, except spurious money, can prevent its 
flowing into countries where wealth and trade are increasing. | 

4. That money is the tool of all trades, and is, as such, one | 
of the most useful of productive instruments, and one of the 
most valuable of labor saving machines. 

5. That bills of exchange and promissory notes are a mere 
commercial medium, and are, as auxiliaries of gold silver money, 
very useful: but they differ from metallic money in having no | 
inherent value, and in being evidences of debt. The expres- | 
sions of value in bills of exchange and promissory notes, are 
according to the article which law or custom has made the 
standard; and the failure to pay bills of exchange and promis- | 
sory notes, does not effect the value of the currency, or the | 
standard by which all contracts are regulated.

Apprehension and commitment of a gang of Counterfeiters — 
Our borough and neighborhood have long been infested with a nu- 
merons and well disciplined corps of counterfeiters, who have been 
engaged in connterfeiting and uttering forged notes of the Schuvi- 
kill, Easton, Harrisburg, Sussex, Farmer’s bank of Baltimore, Car- 
Jisle, United States, and other banks. Four of the gang were ap- 
prehended and brought before Esquire Reed of this place, on Thurs- 
day last, and after a full hearing and examination, were committed 
to prison in order to await their trial. Their names are Daniel 
Seitzinger, John Calewell, John Smith, and -——— Tobias. It is 
well known that the persons arrested do not include the whole gang, 
and measures have been taken to secure the appreheasion of the re- 
mainder in cer‘ain neighboring towns, which perhaps may have been 
already accomplished. These unprincipled men have long set our 
Jaws at defiance, and eluded the vigilance of our police. Their de- 
tection and arrest were effected throngh the agency of an individu- 
al who we understand was employed forthe purpose. He obtain- 
ed their confidence, procured from them counte-feit money at son- 
dry periods, carefully rolled up the bills in paper envelopes, mark- 
ing the names from whom they were received on their respective 
notes, and finally, when sufficient evidence was accumulated to in- 
sure their conv ction, caused four of them to be apprehended as 
above mentioned. It is stated that this individual made himself 
completely master of their secrets, received credentials and instrue- 
tions to visit their banking establishment, in Columbia county, into 
which he was admitted witnout suspicion. The name of the per- 
son to whose active exertions and able contrivances the public are 
so much indebted, is Valentine Kepple. When the four counter- 
feiters were brought intothe presence of the magistrates, they as- 
sumed a bold front, venemently protested their innocence, affected 
to be highly indignant at the imputation cast on their honor and ho- 
nesty, demanded to be instantly confronted with their accuser, of 
whom they had previously entertained little or no suspicion. But 
when their supposed accomplice made his appearance, they were 
taken all aback with overwhelming astonishment, which wae suc- 
ceeded by a feeling of diabolical revenge. One of the most despe- 
rate of the villains immediately drew a knife, and but for the timely 
interposition of the magistrate, would have consummated his bloody 
intention. 

We are informed that the prisoners had prepared a copious emis- 
sion of notes of the Miners’ Bank of Pottsville. ‘They wereto have 
been put in circulatian forthwith, or as soon as the execution was 
fully completed. A bundle of counterfeit notes of the Carlisle 
bank was found at the residence of ore of the parties. We have 
had an opportunity of inspecting a portion of the bills which were 
proved to have been received from these counterfeiters. Asa de- 
scription of them may be useful and interesting to our readere, we 
subjoin the following :—

Sir Walter Scott’s Manuscript.—We were shown the other day, 
while in} Edinburgh, the whole of Sir Walter Scott’s poetry in 
manuscript, exactly as it escaped from the hands of the author— 
a sight which interested us not alittle. His method of composi- 
tion seems to have been prodigiously rapid ;_ in general he was sa- 
tisfied with a first draft, and yet the corrections are the reverse of 
numerous. Virgil, it is said, deemed it best to pour forth a hun- 
dred extemporaneous verses, and then spend the dayin correcting 
them ; but Sir Walter Scott lacked patience for this species of drud- 
gery; the pen in his hand, he literally improvised, and his command 
of language, great as it was, scarcely kept pace with the extraor- 
dinary fertility of his imagination. All his poems were written in 
fragments on sheets of letter paper, and despatched by post, to his 
friend, Mr. James Ballantyne. In looking over Marmion, we dis- 
covered that nearly the whole of it had been composed in London, 
and that the letters containing the early cantos were franked by 
the Duke of Hamilton and the Earl of Aberdeen. Near to the 
conclusion, a simple remark made by Mr. Ballantyne, while for- 
warding a proof, elicited on the spur of the moment an additional 
passage, which is, perhaps, one of the finest in the whole of that 
noble poem.— Dumfries Courier.

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GENERAL R@OT’S SPEECH 
ON THE ENFORCEMENT BILL. 


Mr. Root, of N. Y., after several preliminary observations, and 
adverting, rather pleasantly, to what had fallen from other gentle- 
men in the course of the debate, observed that he rose ‘chiefly to 
expose some of the anti republican and despotic principles contain- 
ed inthe first section of the bill. The first section, he said, provides 
thet whenever in the judgment of the President, it sha!l become im- 
practicable to collect the duties in the ordinary way, in any collec- 
tion district, ** by reason of unlawful obstructions, combinations, 
or assemblages of persons,” he may ‘* direct that the custom house 
for such district be established and keptin any secure place within

any vessel.” Whether the security of the place where this newly 

established custom house is to be located, either upon terra firma 
or upon the wave, is to be determined and designated by the Presi-

| he determined by thearbitrary will of some one. That will is the 
law, and the law giver executes the deed.

| The subsequent sections of the bill, said Mr. R., may be well 
| enough ; they are mostly ofa judicial character. The President 
| informed us, at the opening of the session, that he had law enough 
| to meet any emergency which might grow out of the then existing 
state of affairs with South Carolina. Soon afterwards, her Legis- 
lature, in order to carry into execution her ordinance of nullifica- 
tion, paesed her noted replevinlaw. This required some counter- 
| acting Jaw on the part of the General Government. The succeed- 
| ing sections of this bill provide that counteraction. South Caroli- 
| na planted her judicial batteries to repel our fiscal attacks. Isit 
| fit that we endeavor to silence her batteries by « similar armament ?

Let your courts pronounce their 
decrees of nullification ; and then, if a military force shall be ne- 
cessarv to aid in the execution of their decrees, call it forth. Then 
if the President shall require any additional enactment, let it be 
made. Arm him with soflicient power to perform all the duties re- 
quired of him by the Constitution—but give him no unnecessary, 
norarbitrarv and despotic power. I presume he will not exercise 
the power if you give it to him. The olive branch, the compromise 
tariff bill, will probably allay the excited feelings of the south.— 
There will be no need, in the opinion of any one, of waving the 
bloody flag. I would not offer despotic powerto any man, howev- 
er mild, however dove like may be his disposition. I never appro- 
ved the conduct of him who offered the crown to the modest and 
blushing Cromwell. Cwsar, too, declined the proffered honor. It 
should not have been pressed upon him. ' 
Mr. R. said, it had been attempted, and that from high authorty, to 
justify or excuse the depostic features of this bill by likening it to 
the act for the enforcement of the embargo, passed in 1807, during 
the adm:nistration of the illustrious Jefferson, that apostle of de- 
mocracy. Had any act passed during his administration, granting 
him despotic powers, and had it been approved by him, as much as 
T loved and venerated that great and geed man, I should not have 
approved the deed. I loved the man, but I loved my country more. 
But the act to enforce the embargo was utterly unlike the provis- 
ions of the bill now under consideration. That gave to the Presi- 
dent the employment of the land and naval forces to prevent the 
escape of vessels out of the jurisdiction of the courts. A sort of 
ne exeat, requiring something more than ordinary judicial process 
to prevent a departure from its jurisdiction. This bi'l provides for 
seizing the vessel and cargo after it has come within the jurisdic- 
tion of the courts. That provided for retaining them within the ju- 
risdiction of the courts, there to be tried, if offending, according 
to the known rules of law. This provides for the convic- 
tion and punishment’of the victim, without trial by either judge 
or jury, without the privilege of confronting his accuser, or bring- 
ing witnesses in his defence. 
his bill, said Mr. R., has bad several of its sharp points knocked 
off. The Senate has made several amendments to it favorable to 
liberty and the rights of the citizen, since it came from the Execu- 
tive factory. Still, Mr. Speaker, there are offensive provisions yet 
left in the first section. Before I can conrent to vote for it even

Shall! sacrifice my better judgment at the shrine of des- 
potic power’ Never, never let the annals of my political histo 
be. blotted with so foul a stain. Never let my children’s chee 
be crimsoned by an invidious finger pointing to the journal of this 
House, and saying there stands recorded your fathers vote, sur- 
rendering to power the liberties of his country. Vote for that 
section! No, Sir! Such a proposition would have caused a blush 
upon the cheek of federalism— ultra federalism, in its proudest and 
most uoblushing days.

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“HIS EXCELLENCY.” 

The subject of constitutional titles, if it should be deemed 
expedient to take into consideration a revision of the constitu- | 
tion at the present time, ought not to be overlooked. It is not, 
perhaps, of sufficient importance in itself to justifiy the call of 
a convention for the express purpose—but When a convention | 
is called, we hope the good sense of those whom the people 
may delegate for composing that body, will, on their first glance | 
at the ‘“‘ Executive power,” strike out the title of “His Excel- 
lency,” now appended to the office of Governor. The title of 
“ Governor” is, in itself, significant and proper, as are the titles 
of “ General,” “ Colonel,” &c. to military officers; but why | 
the Governor should also be dubbed with the additional title 
of “His Excellency,” no man on earth can give a reasonable 
why or wherefore. It is but a relic of the folly and parade of 
Kimgly governments, and it cannot but. be disgusting to the | 
common sense of a Republican Governor to be addressed by 
such title. Abolish this, and the Honorasies and Esquires, 
assumed by the Council, the Senate, and House of Represen- 
tatives, will also fall into disrepute. We know not how this 
suggestion may be received by others, there are doubtless some 
who are pleased with the unmeaning, though high-sounding ti- 
tles of “* His Excellency, the Governor !” “ the Honorable Coun- 
cil!” and “the Honorable Senate!” as announced by the shrill 
voice of the doorkeeper of the House of Representatives, every 
rsorning onthe assembling of those august bodies to attend 
prayers ; these, of course, will oppose the abolition of titles; 
| but we trust the good sense of the republicans of our State is 
with us. We believe there are very few of the States, if any, 
besides New Hampshire and Massachusetts, that recognize 
any such constitutional title. 

The Executive of the United States has no title except that 
of President, which indicates his official character. There was, 
indeed, an attempt on the part of the aristocratic branch of the 
general government, to affix to his name a high-sounding appel- 
lation; but the good sense of the popular branch set the matter 
at rest.—The following, is the account given of this by Mr. 
Jefferson; in a letter written at Paris, soon after the formation 
of the federal constitution. ‘The Senate and Representatives 
differed about the title of the President. The former wanted 
to style him His Hicuness George Washington, President of 
the United States, and Prorecror of their liberties.” The lat- 
ter insisted and prevailed, to give no title but that of office, to 
wit: ‘George Washington, President of the United States;” 
and he adds, “I hope the terms of Excellency, Honor, Wor- 
ship, Esquire, will for everdisappear from among us from that mo- 
ment. I wish that of Mr. would follow them.” There is too 
much of this aping aristocracy in our country, and in Congress, 
even now, it seems to be a growing evil; we can scarcely cast 
our eyes on the congressioyal debates, without being assailed 
with “the Honorable gentleman from Massachusetts,” ‘‘ my 
Honorable friend,” &c. &c. some half a dozen times within the 
compass of a short paragraph. If these gentlemen would but 
reflect a moment on the extreme folly of thus imitating the 
members of the English House of Lords and Commons, they 
would certainly avoid it. How long will these men be satisfied 
with plain “‘ Honorable?” We shall have “ Right Honora- 
ble” next !—M. H. Patriot. me

EXTRACTS FROM LATE ENGLISH PAPERS 
| RECEIVED AT THIS OFFICE, 


Sratr or Tne.amaeesite ouhioh foternis, and the midnight march. 
es in the gounties of Louth and Kilkenny, are going on with the 
same reckless determination on the part of the unfortunate peasan- 
try. In the former county they call themselves ribindmen, and 
seem intent on more serious and extensive work than their brethren 
in Kilkenny are occupied with. When they enter houses gheir 
principal business isto obtain arms; but the Kilkenny “* Regula- 
tors,” asthe Whitefeet sometimes call themselves, are also oceu- 
pied ip dictating terms to landlord, tenant, employer and laborer. 
The nightly assemblies in the county of Louth are composed of mul- 
titudes, notwithstanding the inclement season of the year. 

On Sunday night fast, a body estimated at upwards of one thou 
sand, congregated at Tullyeskar Hill. On their way tothe place of 
meeting they continued passing through the village of Ballymaken- 
ny from nightfall till one o’clock in the morning. No outrage what+ 
ever was Committed on person or property by them, either going or 
returning ia the morning; but the fishermen of the village of Clog- 
her have been threatened with a visit, in which their houses, boats, 
and nets will be burned if they continue to refuse to join the Ri- 
bandmen. The villagers of Tarmonleckin, who n@glected to attend 
their nightly meetings, were visited on Saturday night last by a 
large party, who broke their windows,and did other serious mis- 
chief outside their houses, as a warning to the peacefally disposed 
inmates, 

In the county of Kilkenny the list of outrages continues undi- 
minished, either by the presence of an increased constabulary force 
or the approach of cavalry. Details of attacks on nineteen houses 
are given between the 7th and 13th instant, inclusive, in various 
parts of the country. In these visits the Whitefeet eeverely beat 
and wounded three of the inmates, houghed two cows and a horse, 
and burned some stacks of wheat and out offices. Some wheat and 
bread were also carried off froma mill anda bakery. On Thuors- 
dav night between 200 and 390 men assembled ina field near the 
villeze of Paulstown and spent some hours in military mance avres, 
without committing any actual mischief. . 

In the county of Cork, on Thursday might, four cows were hongh- 
ed, aod sheep killed and carried off; 109 police have, within these 
three days, been added to the constabulary there. 

The neighborhood of Ballino displays a Whitefont spirit. On 
Friday the mills of George Irwin, of Gouran, were entered, the 
machinery destroyed and his brother John was severely beaten.— 
The miller hed voted for the present Conservative members. The 
house of Mr. Stoddart, of Dulcastle, in that neighborhood, was also 
robbed of fire arms on the same night. 


Trish National Council.—O’Connell’s National Council met at 
Dublin, Jan. 17th. ‘T'wenty-nine Irish members of Parliament were 
present, including fonr by the name of O’Conne}l. Col. Butler, M 
P. for the county of Kilkenny, was called to the Chair. 

Mr. Thomas Steele attended as Mr. O’Connell’s private Seercta- 
ry of the meeting. At 12 0’clock, Mr. Staunton was called before 
the Council, and miformed the Chairman that he had undertaken to 
submit to them some financial information on tlhe following sub- 
jects, viz: on the present amount of the Irish funded debts; on the 
consolidation of the Exchequers, and on the effects of that conzoli 
dation ; on the burdens endured by Ireland ; also the progress of 
revenue in Ireland since the Union. 

He then entered into a long financial detail on these subjects, on 
which he was interrupted by Mr. O'Connell, who requested that he 
would have the goodness to get his information printed, as it was 
impossible to follow him in conversation. Mr. Staunton, however, 
continued his statement at great Jength : the principal points of his 
expose have already been printed ‘in the Morning Register (about 
three months since,) ona motion passed by the National Political 
Jnion.—One of his positions was, that the consolidation of the 
Exchequers was illegal (vide Act of Union ;) another was that 
2,090,009/. clear surplus were due to Ireland, on a balance of ac- 
counts with England; another, that all Irish expenses were paid 
out of Trish taxes; andy lastly, the Irish revenues had improved 
from 1792 to 1800, and declined since to 1827. The thanks of the 
Council were then given to Mr. Staunton for his communication, 
and he undertook to print his statement for the use of the Irish 
members. 

The Convention was expected to continue for several davs. On 
the 19th, the Jatter part o" the day was chiefly occupied with the 
discussion of four resolutions on the abolition of tythes, one of which 
had been rrevicusly sgreed on at London last session, bya meeting 
of Irish members, viz.—*t That it is essential to the people of Eng 
land that the system of tyhesin that country should be extinguish 
ed, not in name only, but in substance and reality.”

We lament to add, that be- 
sides the death of Pett, who bore an excellent character, three 
others of the Coast Guard were wounded—ene, it is said, seriously. 
No clue whatever has, up to the present hour, been discovered ; 
nor could we learn that any one of the party was identified. It ap- 
pears from the evidence given by one of the Coast Guard, who was 
wounded, that from 16 to 29 shots at levst were fired upon him at 
one period by the party, exclaiming, ‘* Follow them up, follow the 
up; murder them!” After the bustle had subsided a little, 








one of the mounted Coast Guard fell in with the party, and fired 
among them (retreating to load) 12 or 13 rounds; and, as much 
blood ig said to have been tracked along the line the party took on 
retreating with the cargo, there is no doubt that some of ths party 
must have been seriously wounded, if not shot dead; in which case 
they must have been carried off; for nothing except the blood could 
be discovered at daylight.

Explosion of «powder mill at Dartford.-—Yesterday morning,

place of safety, expecting every moment the large mill to blow up ; 
and if such had taken place, nothing con'd have saved the whole 
town.: by 11 o’clock the town was nearly deserted, the principal part 
of the people having gone to Crayford. : ‘ 

The damege done for miles round is immense, and in many instaa- 
ees, particularly by the immediate neighborhood, in a number of 
houses not a whole pane of glass is left; some idea of its dreadful 
effects may be formed when we inform our readers that a butcher’s 
boy belonging to Dartford, and whe wag at Bexly at the time of the 
accident for orders, actually brought home three of the cartridge pa- 
pers wh ch were blown from one of the mills, and that the shock was 
felt at Greenwhich (ten miles from Dartford).

Theatre Royal and Amphith » has killed one of her attendants 
The French papers give the g accoagnt of this catastrophe :— 
On the 26th, the two elephants lately seen at the Olympique, 
were exhibited at Pacaudiere, inthe department of the Loire, in 
France. Two Englishmen acted as leaders to these animals, and at 
night they marched them off to La Palisse, a small town within four 
leagues of that village. The owner having observed in 
one of these elephants, named d’Jeck, that it harbou 
humour against one of the leaders who had ill-treated it some days 
before, warned him of his fears, and recommended him not to ac- 
company the caravan. This the leader did not attend to, but onthe 
contrary, affected to be more severe than usnal against the beast. 
They had, however, scarcely traveled a leagne when the elephant, 
stung by its conductor, who wished to force it on, turned round, 
seized the man with its trunk, and lifting him off his horse, flung him 
several feet above tts head. The un“ortunate leader, having had his 
‘eg broken by the fall, was unable to eserpe, and the elephant laying 
hold of him a second time, threw him into a ditch, and trampled him 
under his feet. The infuriated animal then ran towards a carman, 
who wags journeying along the road, seized him and pitched him into 
afield. The poor man fortunately came off with a few slight bruises ; 
but his horses took fright, and would have probably added to the con- 
fusion, had not the car upset in a ditch along the road, where they 
were compelled to stop. Allihesé misfortunes woald have been but 
the prelude of others, had not the horses of the Paris mail coach, 
which was passing by at the moment, stopped in good time, and the 
other leadeg, at the risk of his life, succeded in calming and secu- | 
ring the elephant. The unfortunate Englishman was conveyed to 
St. Martin d’Etreaux, wh re he expired in a few minutes. 


Ftis Majesty's late Ship Thetis.—By accourts inthe Naatieal Ma- 
gazine it appears that the methods resorted to by Captain Dickin- 
son for the recovery of the treasure lost by the wreck of the The- 
tis, were at once ingenious and daring. The coast of Cape Frio 
where the vessel went to pieces, is high and rocky, which rendered 
the task one ot exceeding difficulty. ‘To ebtain a point forthe sus- 
pension of the diving bell was necessarily the first concern, and 
Captain Dickinson imagined that he cou!d stretch cables across the 
cove from one height tothe ether, but the immense spzn rendered 
this impossible, and he determined on employing a derrick or tem- 
porary crane. After immense labor, and a number of clever expe- 
dients, this derrick was completed, and the diving bell suspended 
from it. On trial it was found to answer every expectation, and it 
continued in operation with success. A small bell which could be 
worked fram launches was kept at work from the first. A number 
of accidents and untoward events happened, sufficient todamp any 
hut an ardent and enterprising spirit; bat by energy and perseve- 
rance they weae all overcome. The qnantity of treasure saved 
from the wreck'of the Thetis, and now deposited iu the cellars of 
the Bank of England, amounts to 142,0001. 


Operation of the Anatomy ‘Bill.—Since the Secretary of State 
for the home department enforced the new law impartially, the 
study of medicine has been wonderfully accelerated. A few weeks 
ago, the number of bodies supplied to all the London schools was 
thirty a month; at present it is 160. The expense of procuring 
each body, including that for a respectable burial, 1s 201. 10s. 
London can now compete with Dublin and Paris in facilities for 
teaching anatomy; the rising part of the profession will have 
much better opportunities of acquiring anatomical knowledge ; and 
their acquirements will be of a much higher character than here- 
tofore. 

Hoarded Gold.—The effects of a respected c'ergymin, who late. 
ly departed this life in the parish of St. Sidwell’s, ard who, from 
his frugal habits, was not supposed ‘o be possessed of such super- 
fluous wealth, having been examined last week, in several of the 
drawers a quantity of hard cash was found, which took two learned 
gentlemen of the law, belonging to this city, with their assistants, 
about five hours to count, when it was discovered to amount to up- 
wards of 50,0061. A wheelbarrow was provided, and a powerful 
driver procured to transport the treasure to one of our banks. It 
is said that one of the servants has been left 5001.
